Conservatives Stoutly Resist an At- 
tempt to Award Mail Contracts 
Without Tenders. 



IFrom Our Own Correspondent.) 

^Jn-WYA, June 20. — The government ia 
pursuing a jjolicy of pig-headedneas 
which is upeotting all calculations as to 
prorogation. Everybody hopes for the 
wind-up about Tuesday or Wednesday, 
but the government is showing no dis- 
position to push business. This iiiorning 
Mr. Blair deliberately iunoreJ the 
Crow's Neat Pass railway mati(;i- to push 
the new deal with the Drumujond 
County railway. The opposition fout;hi 
the project energetically, but their num- 
bers are so decimated tliat practically 
Mr. Foster wasBiogle-handed. The chief 
incident of the 'morning was a violent 
outbreak by Mr. Tarte, because he had 
be'6n charged with making personal pro- 
fit out of the Drummond County job. It 
appears that Mr. Greenehielde, president 
of tho road, found tlie ifiOjOOO to buy La 
Patrie for Mr. Tarte's eons. Mr. Tarte 
got red-hot and challenged investiga- 
tion. Late in the afternoon the Drum- 
mond railway appropriation passed the 
Commons, and then the Crow's Nest 
subsidy bill received one stage. It stands 
for a third reading on Monday. Railway 
subsidies were discussed until o'clock, 
but at the evening session Mr. Mulock 
brought up his pose office bill, to enable 
him to award mail contracts without 
tenders. This measure the opposition 
will not allow to pass, and the Uouse 
scrapped over it all night. The s;overn- 
ment adopted this policy in order to 
secure delay. The Senate did not reach 
a coneluaion regaiding; Mr. Miller's mo- 
tion for inquiry into the Drummond 
railway matter, and until the govern- 
ment knows what fate is in store for tliia, 
all other business is to be kept back. 

MANITOBA AND NOBTHWEST. 

Liberal Place Makers Committed for Fer- 
: jury— Ouluth Railway Proposal 
Nearly Ready, 

Winnipeg, June 20— (Special)— A Bat- 
tleford, N.-W.T., despatch says: Yes- 
terday before Inspector Begin, J. P., 
James M. Skelton, president, Thomas 
Dewman, vice-president, and Charles 
M. Danais, ex-secretary of the Liberal 
association here, were committed for 
trial on a charge of perjury. The charge 
was laid by the postmaster, against 
whom the above parties had made a 
statutory declaration accusine him of 
keeping the voters' list in the Conserva- 
tive committee rooms immedialely pre- 
ceiling tlie last election. 

The bye-election for Dennis for the 
Manitoba legislature will be held July 
1.'). Tlie candidates are Elder, Patron, 
and Kennedy, Liberal. 

The capituliBt.H who have organized to 
construct the proposed railway to Du- 
lutb are now engaged in formulating the 
terms and conditions of the agreement 
to ho made with the local government. 
Premier Greenway expects to receive 
their propositions in a few days, and it 
will then be laid before the government.

A BIG LIBERAL BLUFF. 

Out of Two Thousand Charges Preferred 
the London Election Not One Made 
to Stick. 

ToHONTo, June 20. — (Special] — At Os- 
goode Hall to-day Justices Robertson 
and Ferguson gave judgment dismissing 
the London election petition. This de- 
cision sustains Major Beattie, Couserva 
tive in his seat. The judges found no 
corrupt net committed by respondent or 
with his knowledge. The two corrupt 
acts proved were trivial and unimpor 
tant and had no part of any general plan 
of campaign. Major Beattie had done 
all that could be reasonably be expected 
to be done to secure a fair election. Tiiu 
judges cliurged Mr. Beattie's opponent 
witli great abuse of the procedure; over 
12,000 chargea had been laid, and with 
coinparati"ely few had there been any 
attempt at proof. 

SOCIAHSTS AND ANARCHISTS. 

A Bin for Their Suppression "Which the 
< Reichstag Is Not Xilcely to Pass. 

Berllv, June 26,— The reichstag has 
adjourned for the summer, but the 
Prussian diet will be in seasion till late 
in July. The committee of the upper 
house of the diet passed the association 
bill on Friday in the mutilated form 
adopted by the lower house, but with an 
addition to the effect that associations in 
which there are anarchist or social dem- 
ocrat movements, or movements aiming 
to overthrow the existing organizations 
of the the state of society, or movements 
preparatory to a separation of part of 
the territory of the state from the whole, 
in a manner dangerous to public secur- 
ity, especially to the security of the 
state, may be dissolved by the police. 
The diet is almost certain to pass the 
bill in this form, which is more consis- 
tent with the wishes of the government, 
which desires a measure repressinir all 
opposition meetings and all opposition 
agitation, but there is no chance of the 
r:\ich6tde agreeing to the measure in its 
amended form. 



ELECTBICirY FBOM DUST. 

The Town of Shor^ditch to Be Lighted and 
Driven by Power From a Kovel 
Source. 

London, June 20. — An economic and 
scientific experiment will be inaugur- 
ated on Monday, when Lord Kilburne 
opens at Sboreditch the combined elec- 
trical and dust destruction works, erected 
at the cost of about $750,000. The 
destruction cells are capable of burning 
20,000 tons of ash-bin refuse yearly, and 
the beat given out is sufiScient for elec- 
tric light and power for the whole of 
.Sliorediteh, with a population of 12-1,000, 
besides supplying the adjoining baths 
and warehoiiseB. 

In Paris, lamps will be lighted for the 
first time on Monday by electricity furn- 
ished by a destructor. During a pre- 
liminary trial, 180 pounds of steam was 
raised in the boilers from dust alone, 
absolutely no coal being used.

< 2i'i:iii;c, June 25. — The steamer Ant- 
werp City has arrived with twelve ship- 
wrecked men, the survivors of the cre^v 
of tho Norwegian bark Jlagnhild, lost 
off Newfoundland. 

When about seventy miles north ol 
Bird rocks the !Magnhild encountered a 
dense fog and lay to. She rolled heavily 
and the cargo of coal shifted until water 
began pouring into the hold. The cap- 
tain ordered the long boat lowered nrid 
twelve of the eighteen men aboard en- 
tered it. Tliecaptain refused to embark 
and remarked to five others, including 
the lirst mate, " The boat will swamp if 
wo go aboard, and we may as well die 
here as anywhere." 

The boat pulled away. In ten minules 
the Magnhild gave a heavy lurch and 
disappeared. The first mate was seen 
clinging to a hatch, but he could' not be 
reachci. Tiie men in the long boat 
were picked up twenty-four hours later 
by the Antwerp City.

world. This, according to the Timea 
correspondent, is the reason the Em- 
peror does not allow himself lo be drawn 
into the ambitious conceptions too read- 
ily imputed to him by those aiming to 
disturb Europe on the pretext of- wish- 
ing to prevent him from distuirbin'g It. 
The Spectator says : 

" This is so important that we would 
give much to know precisely what is in 
the Kaiser's brain. The Kaiser displays 
at times singular gleams of insanity. 
The facts of moment appear to justify 
his enigmatic sayings. The Ameri<Hins 
are exhibitinga tendency to depart from 
their policy of seclusion, and interfere 
very strongly in the afTairs of the old 
world." Continuing, the Spectator in- 
stances Venezuela, Samoa and Hawaii, 
adding : " And they are apparently i:o- 
ing to interfere with Spain in the most 
peremptory manner. If there is any 
truth in the accounts of the iustructiona 
given to General Woodford, the United 
States intend immediately to offer 
an ultimatum to Spain, practically 
refusing her permission to supureas 
a revolt in her own dominion. 
The last event seems to have very badly 
impressed the Kaiser, and the Emper- 
or's remarks throughout dealt with the 
perils which it was his object to avert. - 
Does he propose himself to avert Ameri- 
can intervention in the affairs of the old 
world? ' If he does. President McKinley 
must be cautious in his diplomacy, for 
the German and Spanish fleets combin- 
ed would be more than a match for any 
fleet America could produce, without an 
effort which would tax the resources ot 
the United States, not in money, but in 
ships and sailors. The union is irresis- 
tible only ashore, and Cuba would be a 
poor reward for America. 

" The nations of overcrowded Europe 
find that the policy of the United States 
debars them from colonizing South Am- 
erica with their surplus population. But 
the natural place for Germans is in Bra- 
zil, and now that the government is in » 
position to direct the tide of immigrar 
tion, we would not be surprised to eee 
the already powerful colony suddenly 
and amazingly enlarged." 

FOREIGNERS IMPRESSED. 

Their Eyes Wide Open at the Great Jubilee 

Pageant- Influence of the Prince 
of Wales. 

LoNDo.v, June 20. — The Britons' colossal 
pageant, one of the greatest the world 
has'ever seen, has been completed with- 
out a contretemps to mar its success. 
It is an open secret that the Prince of 
Wales was among the hardest workers. 
Not a single step of importance waa 
taken witliout his approval, and much of 
the praiseworthy work done is directly 
duo to his initiative. A notable ex- 
ception was the religious service outside 
of St. Paul's cathedral, which was the 
Queen's idea. Foreign representativea 
were greatly impressed by the way in 
which everything was carrietl out. Un- 
qualified and generous approval of the 
lestivities has been bestowed, by the 
press and people of all nations. The 
naval review waa a fitting termination of 
tlie week's ceremonies.

Aecordin<r to the Tiicoiiift I.edyer of 
Triduy the Northern Pauifii; Steamship 
Company are about to carry out their 
long talked of project of placing tlie big 
Atlantic liner Arizona in their Aeiatio 
trade. The Ledger says : " The steam- 
ship Arizona, of 5,1()5 tons register, 
which held the record for speed on the 
Atlantic ocean twelve years ago, is being 
relitted at Glasgow, Si^otUmd, at au e.x- 
pense of $500,000, for service on the 
Tacoma-Hongkong line. She has been 
chartered by theNorthernPacificSteam- 
sbip Conn pany and will leave ITonsrkong 
on her lirat tri|) to tiiia ])orl in May 
next. Her iiiiprovements will include 
new engines and boilers and new aceom- 
modations for 50 (irat uhiHS paeaeiigere. 
The Arizona will increase tlio Northern 
I'acilic'a llect to five reii;uliir steamers, 
the lanieet ninnljer operated by any of 
the trana-l'acilic lines. The other four 
:regular Bleamers on the line will 
V^, as at present, the Tncoma, 
VicJoria, Olympia, and Columbia.

LAST NIGHT'S MEETING. 

The resolutions adopted by the citi 
1 Kens' meeting held in the City Hall last 
night will, we know, meet with the 
hearty endorsement of all the people of 
British Columbia. In Baying this we do 
not except those who have hitherto felt 
tliat it was desirable to insist first and 
foremost upon the construction of a 
through line from the Oobst to ICootenay 
The preambles to the principal resolu 
tions are such as will, we are sure, 
commend themselves to all the 
people of this Province and we hope to 
the whole Dominion. British Columbia 
certainly has good claims upon the Fed- 
eral Governmeat arising oat o( its great 
coDtributions to the revenue in excesa of 
t^e expenditures in the Province on 
Federal acconnt. This point is one that 
must be pressed home in every man 
ner possible. It there is any question 
in the East as to the soundness of 
the position taken on this point, 
there will be none as to the reasonable- 
ness of the demand that the Coast cities 
fshall be placed in a position to meet the 
(K>m petition of the United States cities 
for the trade of our own country. 

Toe first resolution, asserting that our 
l^rov'ince has a chiim as of right to such 
aid as will secure the construction of the 
railways necessary for the development 
of its great resources, is a proposition 
that no British Columbian will question. 

The second resolution, which calls for 
the construction of a line from Pentic- 
ton to the Columbia, work to begin sim- 
ultaneously at both ends, and under such 
conditions aa will make it ultimately t^e 
part of a throueh line to the Goaat, ia a 
reasonable bnainesa proposition, to 
which everyone will give a ready assent. 

The third resolution, asserting the 
sense of the meeting to be that the gov- 
ernment shoulj aid a through line from 
the Coast to Kootenay at the earliest 
pjaaible day, ia fully in accord with the 
Heiiliment of the wliole people. 

The meeting was thoroughly harmoni- 
ous. Such slight diSerences of opinion 
as were expressed were not in any way 
inconsistent with the object aimed at. 
We hope for good results from this strong 
expression of opinion from the people of 
Victoria on this important (juestion. 



THE NAVAL REVIEW. 

The naval review olF Portsmouth yea- 
lerilay was a lilting supplement to the 
great demonstrations on shore. .Just as 
the Jubilee procession showed the world 
frhat the British Empire is, so the naval 
xsview has demonstrated that Great 
Britain ia abundantly able to take care 
of herself and her colonies. It has be- 
come trite to aay in connection with the 
Jubilee festivities that the like was 
never seen before, but if this ia true in 
reapect to anything, it is certainly so in 
vegard to the majestic array of warships 
which yesterday gave auch tinCiaestion- 
able proof that Great Britain's naval 
Bupremacy is unquestioned and unques- 
tionable. 

A few points in connection with this 
review may be wortliy of a passing re- 
lerence. In the iirat place the vessels 
are nearly all new, so new, indeed, 
that of the twenty-one battle ahips 
which took part only four were present 
at the .Jubilee review ten years ago. Not 
only are the sliips new, but tlieir method 
of construction is new, their armor ia 
now and ao ia their armament. One 
class of ships that were present — the tor- 
pedo destroyers— had not been thouKbt 
of ten years ago. A second point is that 
the vessels aro divided into clssaes, all 
the vessels of a class being substantially 
tiiiitt;. This ia conceded to be a most 



valuable feature in connection \vitli a 
great navy, and it is one that no other 
navy in the world possesses. All conti- 
nental critics agree on the superiority of 
the British fleet in thia reaiiect, and con- 
cede that it is*' sitiiply unapproachable. 
Thia feature of classes of homogenenna 
ships ia one tiiat does not appear on a 
aimple'roster of the navy, and hence ia 
lost sight of when comparisona are made 
by numbers with other naval powers. 
Herein, too, ia the explanation of the 
claim that, while in numbers the Bri- 
tish fleet is not greatly in excess of any 
other two, it is more than a match for 
any other combination that can be made 
against it. 

The British people have eyery reason 
to be proud of the Jubilee demonstra- 
tions, out nothing gives them a greater 
feeling of security, a greater sense of 
power, a greater certainty of the per- 
manence, of the Empire than the naval 
review, which proved beyond all ques- 
tion that on the sea, where the greatest 
British triumpha have been won, Bri- 
tannia is still Mistress. 

PILATE'S QUESTION. 

" And Pilate said, ' What ia truth?' " 
Pilate was not the first aa he was by 
no means the last to ask this question. 
It ia a question that has occupied the 
minds of wise men and foolish ones, too, 
in all generations. Pilate asked it ap- 
parently aa though there could be no 
answer to it. It was the comment of a 
man of the world upon the avowed 
mission of one who to him was only a 
harmless onthusiaat. " I tind no harm 
in him at all," was the verdict of this 
Roman after the conversation of which 
the above question was the conclusion. 
It would be interesting to compare the 
agnosticism of Pilate with the modern 
article, for we are living in an age when 
men question the existence of abstract 
t.-uth, and rather pride themselves upon 
their ignorance. There is, perhaps, 
nothing quite so blatant as what is 
ordinarily called Agnoaticiam, but is in 
fact an assumption of superior knowl- 
edge. 

There is such a thing as truth. It is 
true that 2 is more than 1 ; that an acid 
colors litmus paper red and an alkali 
colors it blue; that when light falls on 
a prism it ia divided into the primary 
colora of which it ia composed. These 
thinga are not, only true, but are very 
simple. Yet upon them science has 
built a superstructure that is the marvel 
of minkind. Arguing from the first 
proposition, mathmatica has measured 
stellar diatancea and " weighed tlie earth 
as in a balance"; by means of tbe 
second, chemistry has compelled nature 
to disclose her most carefully guarded 
secrets; by the third, astronomy has 
been able to learn the composition of 
the star duat which the telescope reveals 
in the outlying realms of space. So 
likewise the truth, which Pilate refused 
to comprehend— the truth that to love 
God and one's neighbor aa himself is 
the whole duty of man, may ba 
found sufficient for tbe erection of 
a social superstructure under whose 
protection humanity will attain the 
greatest possible happiness liere and 
hereafter. " Upon thia commandment 
hang all the law of the prophets," said 
the Great Teacher. The, aimpliclty of 
the proposition excited aurprise and rid- 
icule when it wasannounced; but if we 
put the same idea into modern lan- 
guage and say that if we all could do to 
others as we wish them to do by ua, we 
would bring about perfect social and in- 
dustrial conditions, we would simply 
be advancing a proposition that modern 
sociology claims as its great diacoveryt 
All the so-called new doctrines, which 
seek to bring about a realization of per- 
fect liberty, fraternity and equality, 
come, wiien reduced to their last analy- 
sis, to the simple proposition, which 
Ciirist sought to inculcate and for which 
the representative of Rome's imperial 
power and material greatness had only a 
BPeer. 

We may labor as we will for the puri- 
fying and uplifting of Society, but the 
more earnestly we work, the deeper we 
probe the problem, this one fact will be- 
come the more prominent, namely, that 
the way to get Society right is to get the 
individual right. Thus we see that there 
was a profound truth underlying the 
teachings of Christ, a simple truth in- 
deed, one which when stated ia rather 
calculated to excite deriaion, but never- 
thelesa one authcient for all the needs of 
mankind. If we open our histories and 
read of the fate of Bome, we will see 
that great nation, which possessed in a 
remarkable degree the power of govern- 
ment, fell to pieces under the assaults 
of racea inferior in culture and knowl- 
edge of the arte. But it was not the 
strength of the assault from without 
that caused tbe fall of that empire. It 
was rottenneaa within. The prime 
law of aucceaaful national existence, the 
doctrine whereon hung all the law and 
the projihets then, and whereon all of 
our modern civilization, that can be pre- 
served, hangs to-day, had no place what- 
ever in the social economy of Rome. 
We see in the events of the present time 
proof that thia law cannot be disre- 
garded with impunity. Its disregard ia 
likely to cause a tremendous uphuavel 
in f Icrinany, and may at any time bring 
(liaaster ujjon the United States. De- 
pond upon it the correct answer to 
Pilate's question ia that there is such a 
thing aa truth, and 'that it is by fur the 
best foundation upon which society can 
be built, and the' only one upon which 
permanent national greatuoss can le i 
trusted to reat. v I 



Tin-; Poat-Intelligencer has begun to 
brag about the climate of the Pacific 
Northwest. This is too bad.^i-^''Experi- 
ence abowa that as soon as a Seattle 
newspaper undertakes to laud and mag- 
nify the weather, Jupiter Pluviua pro- 
ceeds tn get jn his work with expedition 
and continuosity. An old Puget Sound 
pioneer said not long ago to a visitor: 
" We used to have good weather here 
before the newspapers began blowing 
about it, and now we n^ver know what 
we are going to have." The probabili- 
ties now are that, as a consequence of 
the Seattle paper's imprudence, it will 
rain cats and doga all through the three 
days Fourth of July festivities, which, 
according to all accounts, ought to be 
first-claBH. 

The Eusaian protest against Hawaiian 
(i:ii;uxation, coupled with a threat to 
stand by Spain in ease of war with the 
United States, will rather disappoint 
our neigh bora, for they have been tellini: 
themselves all along during the past 
thirty years that if they had a friend on 
earth, it waa Russia. But if Russia 
runs away with the idea that she can 
afford to fight the United States, she 
will make a first class mistake. John 
Bull is not anxious for war, but it would 
not take much to make him draw the 
sword in defence of Brother Jonathan. 
The Old World despotisms will never be 
aatislied until they have driven the 
i'lnglish-apeaking race into an alliance. 
So mote it be.

VICTORIANS A ONIT 



In Urging Upon the Domiuioa Gov- 
eriimeat tlie Necessity of the 
fentictou Boad. / 



The Tlirouffli Liue to the Coast 
Mnat Wait, But the Short Line 
Bemanded at Once. 



Hr. Grant Declares Himself Beady 
for Secession From the Con- 
federation of FroTinces. 



The keen and practical interest whicli 
AHctorians have in the matter of procur- 
iDg immediate connection with the 
JJoundary Creek country was well evid- 
enced in the largo attcudanco ot repre- 
sentative citizens at last evening's rail- 
way meeting liekl in the city hall. The 
proceedinga on the whole showed every- 
one to be of the one mind in regard to 
the necesBity for immediate connection 
being secured, the resolution wliich was 
the outcome of the meeting being one 
■well calculated to bear immediate and 

valuable fruit. 

Mayor Redfern was unanimously 
chosen chairman, and explained briefly 
chat the meeting had been called in re- 
sponse to a retiuisition of citizens, to 
discuss a subject of paramount impor- 
tance to all Victoiians— to eacli and 
every liritiali Columbian. All were de- 
sirous of seeing a direct connection se- 
cured with the KootBtiay country ; such 
11 connection was absolutely essential if 
we on tlie Coast were to get our share of 
theKuotenay trade, but uuieas the Do- 
minion government could be induced to 
assist in the constructiou of the desired 
road its building could not be looked for. 
It was only right that British Columbia 
flhoiild have the trade which the con- 
struction of this Kooteoay road woukl 
'brinftt and no one would deny 
that what benefited thia part 
of British Columbia benefited al- 
so the whole province. Having asked 
a considerate bearing for' all the . speak- 
ers of the evening, His Worship called 
forward as the first of these, Mr. D. R. 
Ker, President of the British Columbia 
Board of Trade. 

Ju his introductory remarks, Mr. Ker 
deeply regretted that it had been found 
necessary to convene this meeting — to 
discuss a matter that liad been already 
settled to all intents and purposes. Had 
it not been for a serious and unanticipa- 
ted change in the position of affairs, no 
meeting would at present have been re- 
(luired. To make the outlouk clear, he 
reviewed briefly the earlier steps taken 
toward securing railway communication 
between the Coast and- Southern Koote- 
nay, making plain the exact posi- 
tion of railway affairs at present and 
ithe rival propositions put forward by 
Mr, Heinze and Dr. G. L. Milne and 
Lis associates. After these rival com- 
panies had secured recognition from the 
jirovincial legislature it was of course 
necessary that tliey sliould go to the 
Dominion for aid in the form of charter 
anil subsidy. Mr. Jleinze being first in 
the liekl, was also lirst to present his 
claims at the federal capital, but Dr. 
Milne and hia friends were not 
far behind. Indeed, things were so 
evenly divided between the two parties 
that at the second meeting of the rail- 
way committee the adjournment was 
taken upon the vote of the chairman. 
Before the meeting of the committee on 
the day following. Dr. Milne had made 
some sort of ait arrangement with Mr. 
Heioze by which he (the Doctor) was to 
withdraw from the field. Of the nature 
of this understanding mucli bad been 
said. It was sufficient for the present 
that the arrangement did not satisfy Dr. 
Milne's solicitor, and for thia or some 
other reason it was withdrawn, the re- 
sult being that the governiueut became 
80 heartily disgusted with the deal that 
a determination was announced to have 
nothing further to do with either pro- 
ject during the remainder of the present 
Bcsaion. No one could regret more than 
he the present unfortunate position of 
a (Fairs, said Mr. Kerr. He also regret- 
ted that Dr. Milne was not in the city to 
explain to the ineeting the place that he 
occupied in the matter. In his absence 
it would not be necessary to discuea 
more than the position in wbicb 
Victorians at the present time found 
themselves, and what was best to do un- 
der OKisting circumstance. s The matter, 
80 far as the government had shown their 
intentions, was simply shelved for an- 
other year, and in the meantime the 
trade of the great and valuable section 
known ag the Boundary Creek country 
was heinfs, diverted toward the neighbor- 
ing cities across the line, every clay lose 
in securing railway communication with 
the new and rich mineral co\mtry being 
a blow to the commercial interests of tlie 
British Columbia cities of tho Coast as 
well as a set-back to the Boundary dis- 
trict, which could not prosper until facil- 
ities were provided for it by wliich sup 



plies might be conveniently taken in and 
the ores sent out. He was not at pres- 
ent prepared to take any stand as to 
whether the government should make 
an arrancement with Mr. Heinzo, Dr. 
Milne or anyone else. He only asked 
that they sliould make some arrange- 
ment by which, if it were impossible to 
secure at present a line through from 
t he Coast, at least that communication 
should be had from tho Columbia river 
to Penticton. Thia was the section that 
Mr. Blair, the Dominion minister of rail- 
ways, bad expressed hia willingness to 
give $S,000 per mile to; and Mr. Heinze 
Jiad said that if this grant were forth- 
coming the road would be in operation 
within fifteen months. Under the pres- 
ept arrangements governing railway aub- 
aidies, the government would have tho 
regulation of the freight ratea in any 
event, and so it reallv made verv little 
difference to the people who built tlie 
Wn'e. So long as it was built and the 
(levelopineni of the province might pro- 
ceed, the identity of tho construction 
coEiiliaiiy was a secondary consideration. 
Ill connection with tho construction of 
this proposed Penticton line, the fact 
sliould not bo lost sight of that at the 
present time tlie jirovinco is paying 
Hoinething considerably over .'i;UO,000 
auuunily in connection with tho guaran- 
tee for the ShuBwap i<: Oltanagaii rail- 
way. Should this Penticton roiid be put 
in operation it would, with the Oknna- 
gan lake and the S. it 0. road, im- 
jiiediately make the latter a very most 
impurta'ut link iu communication be- 



tween the Coast and the Boundary Creek 
country, not doubt relieving at once the 
payment by the province of the annual 
call now made upon it, At theaaino time 
it would enable the mining district in 
question to be properly opened up, and 
the merchants of Victoria and neighbor- 
ing British Columbia cities to send their 
goods in for tho use of the mining popu- 
lation, whose trade would otherwise be 
forced iu the direction of Spokane. This 
one impbrtant,l!nk in the Coast railway 
project beinp' "aeeured, the remainder of 
the through1|lae irom.Kootenay to the 
Coast would be bouiid to come more 
quickly, for the visible evidence would 
be furnished ot the immense benefit to 
all parts of the province such a road 
would be. The present question was 
aiiiiply and solely one of business. Thia 
was not a i)olitical meeting, nor were 
the questions under consideration politi- 
cal questions. Ho hoped that all 
present would agree with him that the 
matter was to be met as a commercial 
proposition and as such alone. And it 
was looking at the matter in this light 
that he moved the following resolution, 
and would ask everyone present to give 
it cordial support ; 

"Whereas the people of British Col- 
umbia have for many years contributed 
to the revenue of the Dominion a very 
large sum annually in excess of the ex- 
penditure on federal account in thia 
province, auch excess having up to the 
year 1S9C amounted to $10,000,000, and 
being increased at present at the rate of 
upwards of a million dollars a year; 

" And whereas the discoveries of the 
prcciouB metals in- the eoutheastern and 
Houtliern portions of the province have 
led to the development of business there, 
of which the people of the Coast have 
not been able to secure their due share 
owing to the greater facilities of access 
to the United States railways, whereby 
trade is diverted to the cities of that 
country ; 

" And whereas the constrnction of the 
Crow's Nest Pass llailu ay will lead to a 
further increase iu the business and 
raining (fevelopmentof the section of the 
Province referred to iu the last preced- 
ing preamble hut will not give the coast 
cities any advantage in competing forthe 
trade thereby created; 

" And whereas there is in British Col- 
umbia, between the Columbia river and 
the Coast, a region rich in mineral and 
agricultural resources that only needs 
railway communication to equal at least 
in importance that part of Kootenay now 
possessing such facilities ; 

" And whereas, if that portion of the 
province is not opened by a railway con- 
necting it with the British Columbia 
system towards the Coast it will be 
tapped by a railway to the south and its 
trade will be diverted to the cities of the 
United Slates ; 

"Therefore be it resolved that it is 
tho opinion of this ineeting that the 
province of British Columbia is entitled 
as a right to federal aid in the construc- 
tion of such railways as are necessary 
for the development of its great re- 
aourcea ; 

" And be it further resolved that this 
ineeting calls upon the federal govern- 
ment to take such steps as will secure the 
immediate construction ot a railway in- 
to the Boundary Creek country, on such 
conditions that work shall be begun 
simultaneously at Penticton and some 
point on the Columbia river where con- 
nections can be made with the Crow's 
Xest Pass railway, and upon the further 
conditions that such line shall form part 
of a through line from the Coast lo the 
Columbia whenever the same shall be 
constructed." 

The latter part of the resolution would 
show, Mr. Ker pointed out in conclus- 
ion, that wo did not by any means 
forego our right to a direct road from the 
coast; while it would also demonstrate 
that we were alive to our interests in 
getting an important part of what had 
been asked for and was so much needed. 
Tills part having been brought into ex- 
istence it would be for ua to keep on, 
never resting until the completed line 
from the coast was a thing of reality. 
Hon. Mr. Blair had made himself thor- 
oughly familiar with the railway situa- 
tion in British Columbia, and bad given 
assurance that assistance would be forth- 
coming thia session lor the Penticton 
road. The point now was to unite and 
bend all energies toward obtaining its 
immediate construction, for without fed- 
eral aid this line could not lie built at 
liresent, and without the line tho trade 
of the Boundary Creek country would 



could only hope that the meeting would 
endorse the resolution before it in this 
direction so heartily as to duly impress 
the authorities with their earnestness in 
tlie matter so important to the city and 
its material welfare. 

Mr. John Grant was the next speaker, 
coming forward as Mayor Kedfern was 
on the point. of putting the resolution. 
He dealt first with Dr. Miln'a position in 
the deal for the transfer of his company's 
charter, of which sp much '.lhas of late 
been heard, maintaing that the Doctor 
should not be condemned without a 
hearing, and that if he had bargained 
for the sale of the rights given him by 
the legislature of tlie province he had 
been dealing for the sale of a road 
through to the Coast and not a frag- 
mentary section. Next he devoted a 
quarter of an hour to showing how little 
Britisli Columbia received from tho fed- 
eral government in proportion to its 
contributions to the national revenue, 
maintaining that the citizens of Victoria 
as represented in the meeting should 
hokl firm for their rights aa far as 
the • Coast road was concerned 
even at the coat of breaking 
away from the Canadian confederation. 
Of course the Penticton road would 
aflbrd a means of entrance to the Boun- 
dary country, but it would be simply 
another item of business for the C.P.li., 
and he thought the people of thia pro* 
vince had about come to the conclusion 
that a competing line would be decidedly 
more beneficial. He was proud of Cana- 
da, and proud of British Columbia. He 
was proud, too, that the opjiortunity had 
BO lately been iiUbrded for the honoring 
of tho OaiKulian premier, in the pressing 
upon him of the well won maple leaf of 
knighthood. At the siiine time he did 
not wish to see pressed down upon the 
brow of British Coluiuliia a crown of 
Canadian thistles. (Laughter). 

Premier Turner took tlie platform, in 
response to numerous callsfrom all parts 
of the hall. He waa present, he said, 
lirst of all as a citizen of Victoria; and, 
secondly, aa the representative of the 
city in the legialature. He had been 
deeply interested in the remarks of tho 
three speakera who had preceded him, 
and particularly wiahed to endorse the 
stand taken by Mr. Ker that the ques- 
tion waa one entirely apart from poli- 
tics, and should be kept out of theiu al- 
togetlier. It was indeed a subject of 
more importance to British Columbia at 
the present time than politics could be, 
and he regretted exceedingly that here 
in N'lctoria an ellbrt was being made to 
draw the subject into the political arena, 
which simply would mean the defeating 
of practical and prompt action for the 
advantage of the city and province. In 
connectiou with thia endeavor to give 
the matter political meaning, he directed 
attention to editorial references in the 
Times of Friday and Thursday evenings, 
tho one containing an extract from the 
Boundary Creek limes, with which 
the Victoria evening paper e.'jpresscd 
approval, and which read as follows: 
" The premier of the province and other 
members of the government gave many 
reasons why further assistance should 
not be granted for a road from the Coast. 
They threw auspicion on the feasibility 
of the scheme; they questioned its finan- 
cial standing and attacked its personnel." 
This statement Hon. Mr. Turner de- 
clared to be absolutely false. There was 
not a shadow of truth in it. Further- 
more, he was fully convinced that both 
the editor of the Boundary Creek Times 
and the editor of the Victoria paper 
knew it to be untrue when writing as 
they had. He had never attempted to 
discredit Dr. Milne's project and had, 
indeed, always looked upon it aa a 
splendid attempt to obtain a railway 
from the Coast to Kootenay. Home time 
ago when what waa generally known as 
the Chilliwack railway schame was 
brought forward by the Doctor and his 
associates at the same time that Mr. 
McLean and his people were putting for- 
ward a project very closely parallelling 
that of the Doctor's company, he had 
talked with these gentlemen and had 
told them plainly that there waa very 
little use in their applying for public aid 
while they were working practically 
against each uther. He had advised 
them to get together and see 
whether a consolidation might not be 
effected, both being in the field for prac- 
tically the same undertaking. Consoli- 
dation was afterwards brought about, and 
he had then, as he had promised he 
would, used his best endeavors 
to secure the assistance of the house for 



unquestionably be tapped for the further I such an important matter. Tlie result 



uphuildinir of Spokane at the expense of 
our own city and people. 

Mr. E. P. Rithet, M.P.P., in second- 
ing the resolution, observed that he did 
so findine it strictly in accordance with 
the stand he had taken when the sub- 
ject waa lirst discassed several years ago. 
l ie had then held, and he still main- 
tained, that all posailile use should bo 
made of existing avenues of communica- 
tion. I'A'eryone would concede tho de- 
sirability of opening up tho J5ouiidary 
Creek country without delay; everyuiie 
would be equally agreed that it could 
not be done without railway facilities 
and no one present would dispute the 
necessity of diverting the trade in ques- 
tioli as much as possible in the direction 
of tlio Coast cities. Tho territory in 
question was undoubtedly rich and 
promising, and all that it required to 
become one of the most important sec- 
tions of the province was the means of 
getting iu supplies at a reasonable coat 
and conveniently, the same line of com- 
munication providing for the sending 
out of the ore. It waa therefore plainly 
the object of Victorians to do as sug- 
gested in the resolution ollered by Mr. 
Ker. If means were prov'ded for getting 
into the Country as quickly as 
possible by utilizing existing lines, 
business could be held and 
new business obtained that otherwise 
promised to bo lost. Other and less ur- 
gent questions might be left for subse- 
quent consideration, The thing to do 
just now was to get the Penticton line if 
possible at once. Not thrat the other 
and more comprcheoslve scheme need 
by any means he abandoned'. Past ex- 
perience with regard to Kootenay had 
shown Victoria biisiiieHs men how hard 
it is to win back a trade once lost, and 
they should therefore lose no chance of 
getting and holding from the first the 
trade of the Boundary country now com- 
ing to I he front, Tlu! necessity of the 
luouient, so far as tho Coast cities were 
concerned, waa to urge upon the govern- 
niuut the ueedof means for reaching the 
country being i>rovided iiuickly, for its 
proper develupmeut and fur the advan- 
tage of other iiarts of oar own province. 
If the government conld ho induced to 
secure sinuiltaneoua oonstruction at 
once from Robson and from Penticton, 
tho province would be at least a year in 
advance, and every section of, British 
Columbia would reap &• benefit. He 



of the union of tho two parties referred 
to wag tho p'-eeontalion of the scheme in 
infinitely stronger form as the Vancou- 
VGr,- Victoria it Eaatern, and during the 
entire session he had done all in 
hia power to facilitate the pro- 
ject — no easy thing with opposition so 
ready for everything likely to especially 
benefit the Coast, atid the consequent 
necessity of avoiding evoTything that in 
any manner might raise the cry of sec- 
tionalism. So much for hi« stand with 
regard to Dr. .Miluu's project. Coming 
to the business of the present 
meeting, the Premier held that the con- 
nection by railway of the Coast with the 
Boundary Creek country would bo of 
immense importance not only to that 
section and to Victoria, but to Xanaimo | 
and all parte of Vancouver Island as 
well. Speaking aa a repreaentative of 
the province aa a whole, he maintained 
that British Columbia could hardly have 
too much railway development. The 
mountains of the province teemed with 
vast mineral wealth, but without 
railways thia wealth could not 
be made available. He had been 
pleased with the remarks of Mr. Grant—- 
he dill not see how Mr. Grant himself 
had missed Jubilee honors— but was in- 
clined to the opinion that that gentle- 
man in his remarks had taken somewhat 
the position that the folders of one rail- 
way comiiany do when referring to rival 
lines. The company putting itself for- 
ward always made it a point to demon- 
strate how beautiful an<l fruitful and 
charming in every way the country is 
which it tranaveraes, while the oppos- 
ing line is summarily disDiissed as pen- 
etrating a land of mountains or per- 
petual snows. 

One of the objects of hia (Premier 
Turner's) recent trip to Ottawa hud been 
to bring before the Dominion goverii- 
uieiit the railway necessities of Britif-h 
Columbia, and more particularly the 
lines for which sulisidies had been 
passecl by the provincial legislature. 
One 1)1 the lirst iiuestiona he had been 
asked by I'remier Laurior had been 
which company ho favored, and he had 
at once replied that he wanted simply to 
see audi aid granted as would result in 
the earliest construction of the road re- 
quired for the development of the pro- 
vince by the opening up of communica- 
tion between Kootenay and' the Coast. 
He bad then- been told- that', it was-uae- 



less to think of obtaining a subsidy for 
the whole road to the Coaat at the 'pre- 
sent time, but that during the present 
session provision would bo made for 
immediate construction aa far aa Pen- 
ticton. He had at this time spoken 
strongly in favor of the Coast liue, and 
bad urged upon Premier Laurier and hia 
colleagues that even before the Crow's 
Nest road a railway should be got in 
from Rossland to Penticton. Such a line 
would provide a profitable and immedi- 
ate market for the farmers of the Vernon 
valley, while it would cost only about 
$4,000,000, because all ^btber.!^ linee to 
workin cpnnection .vyith^'ilHiAre' already 
in existence, and there would be nothing 
in consequence to debili gainst this pro- 
jected short line save its actual construc- 
tion cost. This line could, aa Hon. Mr. 
Blair had said, be got through 
in eighteen months, and give a 
rapid connection — say within 24 hours — 
between the Coast and Kootenay, while 
tho government before giving assistance 
as would induce its construction would 
make regulations providing for the 
lowest possible freight rates. This road 
was the one which conld bo got at once, 
and wliich would give an immediate en- 
trance into the new district where profit- 
able business waa to be done. If the 
people of Victoria and British Columbia 
waited for a proposition more thoroughly 
meeting their wishes an imnienso ad- 
vantage would bo given to Mr. Corbiii's 
or some other American road. Time 
was the essence of the present matter. 
There was no guarantee that we could 
get all we wanted by waiting until the 
next session ; on theother band we might 
not get it at all, and in the meanwhile 
the American rivals would have secured 
an appreciable advantage in the competi- 
tion for the trade in the mining districts. 
Another point which was worthy of con- 
sideration — if the government proviiied 
a subsidy which would enable this short 
line to be built, it would certainly in- 
duce the American road builders to stop 
and consider. They might plunge in 
prepared to take their chances against a 
Canadian line if that lino tiad no assist- 
ance, but to take the field against a sub- 
sidized line was a very diflerent propoai- 
tion. Before leaving Ottawa he had re- 
ceived the assurances of both Hon. Mr. 
Blair and Hon. Mr. Tartethat this Pen- 
ticton road would be built within 
eighteen months, so that be had come 
away from the federal capital well satis- 
fied.' It was hopeless, to attempt to get 
the Dominion government to subsidize 
this session tbfi throttgh line to the 
coast, and under the circumstances it 
was policy and business to accept the 
next beat thing. Por this reason he 
heartily approved the resolution, and 
hoped that it would pass uniuiimously 
and heartily. 

Mr. E. V. Bsdwell, although he had 
not had opportunity to inform himself 
thoroughly upon the matters under con- 
aideration, also endorsed the resolution 
on being called to the ]ilatform, while 
explaining that hia opinion would have 
to be accepted aa a first impreasion based 
upon tho addresses of the speakera who 
had gone before him. The matter pre- 
sented itself as a practical question to 
the people of Victoria, thus: First it 
was laid down as hopeless to look 
for a subsidy this year for a through 
line from Kootenay to the Coaat. Then 
it was admitted that without thia aub- 
sidy such a line could not he got. It 
was also admitted that it would be 
greatly to the advantage ot the people of 
Victoria to get their share of the trade 
of the Boundary Creek country, and to 
foster and develop that trade. Such 
being the conditions, as a pure matter of 
common senae and plain business, was 
it not the duty of Victorians to support 
thia Penticton road so aa to secure im- 
mediately a portion at least of 
the trade of the Boundary Creek 
country ? The condition should 
be made, in return for pro- 
viding the C.P.R. with thia new and 
imporiant feeder, that freight ratea 
aliould be made by which the Coast 
cities might obtain thia trade. Thia 
ahould be a atipulation, and with auch a 
condition there could be no poaaible ob- 
jebtion to supporting the resolution. 
Personally he had in the jiast declared 
himself in favor of a government road 
from the Coast to Kootenay, which he 
thought if the country waa only cour- 
ageous enough to go in for it would 
prove the greatest possible mbans of de- 
veloping the vast resources of the prov- 
ince. However, as no one had come for- 
ward to present such a proposition, he 
presumed there was some strong argu- 
ment against it. At any rate the mat- 
ter wns not one for present discussion; 
he only mentioned it to show that he 
was not changing from the jiositfon he 
had previously taken. At the pre- 
sent, however, there seemed but one 
common-sense action to take— the ado,")- 
tlon of the resolutlou before the meet- 
ing, with such a proviso aa to freight 
rates as he had suggested, 

Mr. H. D. Helmcken, while flnding 
no foult with tho resolution, hekl that 
it did not go far enough— that it was' Jn 
reality expressing content with half a 
loaf. Wliile half a loaf was undoubtedly 
better than nothing, he, on the other 
hand, thought that Victorians ahould 
stand linn in their demand for a Coast 
road, and do all in their power to secure 
such a complete lino. Under these cir- 
cumstances he moved to amend tlie 
resolution, making it conditional that 
the I'euticton line should be made a part 
of a complete line to the Coast, and bind- 
ing the government to the constrnction 
of this road. 

The amendment found a ready sec- 
onder in Mr. Richard Hall. 



Mr. C. H. Lugrin though t that a grave 
mistake would be made in adopting auch 
an amended resolution, for it would he 
practically to render the expreasionof 
the meeting valueless. Mr. Ilelmcken'a 
knowledge as a lawyer would tell him 
that to incorporate such: a proviso as he 
had suggested in the resolution would 
be simply to say we will not accept thia 
Penticton road, giving ua 'an entry into 
the Boundary Creek iliatrict, unless the 
government pledges itself to do some- 
thing whicli it has already said it can- 
not di>. The speaker proceeded to 
demonstrate from personal experience 
how much British Columbia trade 
had already done for the upbuilding of 
.Spokane, and to show them that both 
Uorbin and treneral Bryant are 
fully alive to the fact that by pinmpt 
movement otlier and ef|uaily rich fields 
are to be opened up in other sections of 
British Columbia's mineral country 
along the border line. Hon. Mr. Blair 
had, while in the speaker's company at 
Spokane and in Seattle not long ago, re- 
marked that Corbin " would have to 
move quickly if heeotinto the Boundary 
country before Canadian enterprise 
did;" the iilan then being to build into 
the Bountlary Creek district from the 
Vonlimied on page Seven.

He 
did not care how strong a resolution was 
passed and sent forward advocating the 
ilirouph line to the Coast, only for the 
Bake ot preeent success make it separate 
from the reaolutioii under conHi-.leration. 

iMr. lleliiickeii in view of the argu- 
ments concluded tliat the advice given 
was Nvorth following, !ind accordingly 
withdrew his auiendnient promising to 
bring it forward as ii subatantivo motion 
later on in tho proceedings. 

Mr. J. T. iJothuuo, as one of Dr. 
Milne's aasociates in the railway project, 
denied vigorously that he was entitled 
to lie called a traitor to tho company in 
which he was a director. Ho had only 
just returned from Ottawa recently, and 
liatl been told by Hon, Mr. Blair while 
there that assistance could not possibly 
be given this session beyond Pentictou.

MAN'S PAST AND FUTURE. 

Reflection on this Absorbing Subject by a 
Philosophical Correspondent, 

In tho opening page of the Bible we 
read : " (iod said let us make man in our 
our own image, after our likeness." "So 
Ctod created man in his own image, in 
the imago of God created ho him." Thus 
a proud distinction in this creation wan 
nivon to man, forof noother living crea- 
ture was it siiid they wore created in the 
image of God. In being thus eo highly 
fas'ored the thought naturally arises, iu 
what respect do we resemble God'.' and 
how is it shown? It cannot mean that 
we resemble him in corporeal form for, 
although in tho early pages of revelation 
it is as man to man God speaks, he so 
dofs to adapt Himeelf to our finite na- 
ture, and thus to make Himself known. 
Taking this view of the matter we can 
easily understand this image and like- 
ness does not mean reaemblauco as de- 
picted in our fleshy tenement, but tliat 
the resemblance is in those higher (jual- 
ities of OUT nature which God .^las been 
pleased to give US as represented in the 
gilt of reason, and power of speech. 

But althougli thus inipreEsed k!t us 
not overlook and undervalue the mark- 
ed superiority of man in his animal 
structure over other portions of the 
creation, as shown in his form and 
ligure, and erect position, with power to 
look upward, and not like tho inferior 
animals, with eyes to the earth, and 
therefore in body as in mind, is ttiia 
superiority shown.. 

But while fully appreoiating this 
gratifying distinction and superiority of 
bodily form, letua keep prominently in 
mind that it is in the endowment of 
reason and power of speech that the 
features of image and likeness of God 
become of primary importance, 

Man endowed witli these God-like at- 
triliutea posaesacs the faculty of being 
iirogreeaive, the other portions of crea- 
tion not thus endowetl remain station- 
ary ; tho intelligeiK'n and instinct be- 
stowed 111)011 tlieni are adeciuate to 
the requirements of their animal 
erititance, and need no additions. 
I'ur luijitiL we know to the contrary, tlie 
liirda hnild their ncats in the iireseiil 
(lay neither better no;- vrorse than in the 
lirat days of creation; but for man, to 
whom the gift of reason and ej)eech 
marked for a higher destiny and eternal 
life, there was furnished theadai)tatioiis 
of progress and improvement. 

To aid him in this progress and im- 
provement, that he might more worthily 
relicct tho image and likeness of the 
Creator, it [ileascd God, at divers times 
and iilaces, through the medium of a 
cliosen ))eople from a (;liosen ra<X', to 
impart heavenly instruction, ami in ful- 
ness of time to make that inetruclion 
complete by ei:nding Ilia lieloved l-^on 
into the world with the gospel nieaeuge. 

In this goapcl there is a atandard of 
excellence set up, and a motive for at- 
taining to it, and development in man of 
the image and likeness of Uod, and of 
cloae communion never before vouch- 
safed. 

The neglect ot such ojiportuuity 
offered, brings with it the aolemn thouglit 
that it may eventually mean God's im- 
ago and liUont^sB obliterated. Tho div- 
inity iu our nature crushed out — the 
animal part only represented— the jewel 
being taken and the casket only left. 

Whether in these d&yB of advanced in- 
telligence, ot great attainments, and up- 
ward progress, as we soar aloft we catch 
the inspiration from on liitrh, and reflect 
more woi lhily tho image of our Creator, 
is just one of those (lueationa which 
everyone can best answer to him.'^elf.

Mr. llanbiiry Retnriis After a Long 
and Arduous Trip of 
Discovery. 



After an absence of more than a year 
exploring and hunting in the far north 
em part of Canada, away up towards the 
Arctic circle, Mr. David T. Hanbury haB 
again reached Victoria, Mr, Hanbnry 
ia an Englishman, a Fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society and his object was 
to explore a portion of tlie country nortii 
of the Liard river and west of the Mac 
kenzie, which up to the present has re 
miiined a big blank on the maps, with 
the word " unexplored " marked across 
it. He did not succeed in accomplish- 
ing all that he set out to do, which was 
to cross from Frances Lake to the 
Mackenzie at the sixty-second parallel. 

Incidentally aoino terrible bardships 
were experienced in the thousande 
of miles he travelled on enow 
shoes, existing for months on meat alone, 
then with a period in which starvation 
stared his party in the face, and later 
on for a time flour only was the unsatis 
factory diet that for days auatained 
life. 

Mr. Hanbury, undeterred by the hard 
ships he has' gone through, ia deter- 
20.920 mined to make another trip to the 
North next year to accoinplieh his 
aim of wiping out that word "unex- 
plored," and in place of it marking in 
the mount-'inB, rivers and lakes on the 
map. He speaks of his adventures in a 
matter of fact unassuming way tlint con 
veya to the bearer a far better iuipres 
sion than the florid tales of some men 
who have not really accomplished as 
much in the way of exploration. 

" There is not very much to tell about 
the first part of my journey," said Mr. 
Hanbury in conversation yesterday, 
left Wrangel on June 10 of last year, 
taking with me from the coast one white 
man. We took the steamer up the 
Stickeen, then crossed the trail to Deaee 
lake and secured pasBace on a 
small steamer to Porter's Landing, From 
there we boated to McDamea creek 
where, after securing ai voyageur a man 
named James Smith, who was workir:; 
for Mr, Scott Simpson, we fixed up a can- 
vas canoe and then proceeded to Liard 
post on the Liard river. Aa I then 
lound out it was too late to ascend the 
Frances river that season I had to 
abandon the idea of croBsing the country 
as I had intended from Frances hike to 
the Mackenzie, sol determined to make 
my way to the Mackenzie down tlie 
Liard, and cross, if possible, the unex- 
plored land from east to west in March, 
when I was told there would be a crust 
on the snow, which would make good 
travelling lor snowshoes and dogs. We 
left Liard, crossing at the junction of the 
Liard and Dense rivers on Jal^ 26, after 
engaging an Indian to accompany us 
down part of the dangerooa portion of 
the Liaid, biit unfortunately I paid him 
.1;100 beforehand, and on the second 
morning, on waking up, found he had 
taken wings in the night. The distance 
to be made to the junction of the Mac- 
kenzie waa about 500 miles. The Liard 
has been described as the most danger- 
ous river in North America, and I quite 
believe it, as there are any number of 
rapids and whirlpools to encounter. We 
nearly came to grief in the first rapid, 
owing to the current carrying ua below 
where we had headed for the bank. 
There came a very bad portage over the 
mountains in the Grand Canyon, at 
what is called the Devil's Portage. This 
took us four days, with mosquitoes in 
clouds and' intense heat to encounter. 
We saw mnoso tracks every where along 
tliia partof ilie journey, but not a single 
animal did we aight. Arrived at Fort 
.Simpson, at thn junction of the Liard 
and McKeiizie rivers, about August 10. 
1 found I had in consequence of my 
change of plana to put in seven or eight 
months in this district, and so decided 
on a liunting trip after musk ox. Leav- 
ing oneof my men at Fort Keeol ntion, on 
Great Slave lake, I went to Fort Sniith, 
150 miles up McKenzie river, to see Mr. 
McKinley, of the Hudson's Bay Co., to | 
get information about the barren grounds j 
Delayed at Fort Smitli, 1 did not get' 
back to Resolution till September lU. 
There, next day, the Yellow Knives, or 
Dog Ribliidiaus. came in and arrange- 
ments were made with Henry Yel- 
low Knife, chief of the tribe, 
for the liunting expedition. All 
being ready we started in canoee for 
Fond du Lac, the head of Slave lake. 
When we got to the north side of Slave 
lake, which took us ten days' paddling, 
the whole character of the country 
changed from low, flat lands and muddy 
water, to (dear water, a hilly country 
ami granite rocks. l''rom I'ond ilii I,ac 
we packed for two days to the eilge of 
the woods, wliere the lind Indiana left 
wives and families to wait the annual 
migration of Mie carilioo to tho south. 
We struck the caiibno a few days 
after, anil a wonderful sight it was; 
the whole country seemed covered with 
them. The Indions kept up a tremend- 
ous fusilade of them with their guns, 
mostly double barrelled muzzle load- 
ing shot guns, 2.S bores, which they 
prefer to Winchesters. They are cai)ital 
shots at short range, and hundreds of 
the Cariboo were killed. Thie h .inting 
went on for a month and were it not for 
the supply of meat .these .Cariboo give it 
would,be impioaeible to make.tbe trip to 
tho barren grounds after the muek ox. 

" In November we started out for the 
grounds after preparing snowslioea and 
toboggans. There was a big feaet a day 
or two before we left with the UBUal In- 
dian dance to tlie sound of rattles and 
drums. Seventeen sleighs of dogs 
went out from the tepees. Wo 
travelled northeast, and as the provi- 
sions it was possiblo to carry could only 
last ten (lays owing to the didlculty of 
taking them, it in a pretty l isky trip this 
musk ox hunting. (Jnless the iiiuak ox 
are sighted by them it will go hard with 
the hunters. On some occasions the 
Indians have to eat their dogs and make 
out us best they may. The barren lauds 
resemble a prairie country with uccn- 
sionajly rpcky spots that take a <iiiy or a 
half day-'to cross. At Artillery lake, two 
days on our journey, we reached the 
last woods and laiil in a Bupi)ly of tepee 
poles, though we managed a iiouplo of 
days later to get aoaie ecrubl^y stuff for a 



stock of fire wood. The day's travel is a 
short one.starting at half-past eight in the 
morning and then camping before dark, 
aa the Indiana will never travel at night 
if it can be avoided. Sleighs, dogs and 
men all crowd into the tepees, and the 
onlv Bfttisfnction ia that the dogs in that 
country never have flees, though the 
roan beinga are not altogether free of 
insecta. A movement in the night means 
a dog light, as the brutes pitch into each 
other on the least provocation. A few 
Cariboo were killed now, but after ten 
days, provisions got so low that anxiety 
began to be felt. However^ - two. muak 
ox were found and then there was plenty 
food for men and dogs. 

" On the twelth day the track of a big 
herd was found. The Indian plan 
is to have men out on .ieach side 
of the main party to look for 
the game and when it; is sightsd 
a wave, of the hand indicates the direc- 
tion, and away go men and doga at a 
great rate. 

" We were now in the vicinity of a 
large river not marked on the maps. It 
flows north, and I feel certain that it 
must be a tributary of the Great Fisli 
fiver. The banks are wooded, and, 
favored by the country, we soon got 
within a short distance of a large herd. 
Twelve of us and twenty-eight hungry 
(logs made speed in chase, the dogs were 
turned loose, and aa wo lui;l been (|uito 
close to the herd before they saw us, we 
had a good chance to get them. The 
scene was an ex perience of a kind I never 
bad before, and never wish to take part 
in again. There were twenty-three ani- 
mals in the herd, and as the dogs 
are far fleeter, soon the muak 
ox were rounded up in a bunch, the 
dogs tearing at them and the Indians 
firing into the hudlded mass. There is 
no more excitement in sliooting a muak 
ox than in killing a cow. A few of them 
got away for a short distance, but they 
were soon rounded up again and slaught- 
ered ; bulla, cowB and calves all were 
killed. 

"The diBtrit)ution of the game was 
made by the chiefs on aome unknown 
principle of their own. I got two, some 
men got one and some five or six. But 
all the Indians appeared quite satisfied 
with the reaulta. The game had to be 
skinned at once, aa owing to the 
cold the pelts would freeze on 
the carcasaea and it would be 
impossible to remove them. Then 
a stock of meat was laid in for the re- 
turn journey, but the Indians were so 
improvident that they let the dogs spoil 
a lot. On the whole expedition we got 
38 musk ox in all. We were now 3S0 
miles from where the women and child- 
ren had been left, so a move was made 
to return after a few days' more hunt- 
ing. With sixteen days' travel before 
us, we had bo little meat for provisions 
that a return had to be made to the spot 
where the big slaughter waa made, and 
what still remained from what the doga 
bad left of the musk ox was gathered up 
for food. In a few days rations 
were shortened, and still with 
no game in eight, the rations grew 
less and less, till a little bit 
uo bigger than made two or three 
mouthfuls, was all each man had a day. 
To add to the privations, there was no 
wood to melt snow for drinking pur- 
poses, 80 that the tepee poles had to be 
used up for this, and then with all this 
the wind was bitterly cold and everyone 
Buffered from frost bites, strange to say 
Smith and myself, the only two white 
men, not faring as badly in this respect 
as the Indiana. It waa a welcome eight 
on the twelfth day wlien, without either 
food or lire, to sight the timber near the 
uke again. That evening we had 
I rousing fire, even if we had 
notiiirg to cook over it. Ne.xt 
lay, however, we were once more 
among the cariboo, and several were 
killed, and 8n the night of the following 
day we reached the camp were the wo 
men and children bad been left. Guna 
had been tired to attract attention long 
before we got in, and aowhen we arrived 
lamiahed and weary the kettles were go- 
ing and food ready for ua. 

" When they have anything to eat the 
Indians have wonderful appetites, for in 
8U days one family of three women, a lad 
and six children, ate up 96 cariboo. After 
a few days rest for men btuI dogs the rC' 
turn was made to Fort Resolution 
which waa reached on January 11. Here 
I ma<le a trip after wood buffalo, 
but though we sighted 50 or (10 
I saw tho tracks of others wc 
failed to get any. It wna not till my re- 
turn that 1 learned that the hunting of 
these wood buffalo is forbidden, but all 
the protection tliaC ia needed is not to 
allow them to be hunted in deep snow. 
At other times they need no protection. 
"It was time now to return to Fort 
iinpaon if I wished to make the attempt 



to cross the mountains from Fort Simp- 
son tn Lake Frances. Having got back 
to Simpson by February 22, and Wrigley 
on Februarv 29, I managed with eoine 
troubie '.'.> get Indians and dogs for the 
journey, but the Indians wcie afraid of 
sriowslidcs BO we luul to make back 
tracks, and the next thing to do waa to 
try and get out by the Liard river on the 
ice. We reached Liard on. April 5 and 
were delayed six weeks, as the ice 
broke up. Then again an attempt waa 
made to get over the Rockiea, but we 
had forgotten our anowshoos and Jiad to 
go back once more. NextJwe started off 
on May 20, iVe had a .hlgh; rango of 
mountains to croas between vJfiavd ami 
and Le' Montagnea pdetr^JThk^was 250 
miles overland with inany rivers to cross 
and plenty of fallen timber to contend 
with. It tuck us thirteen days to do 
this distance. After we pot to McDume 
Creek tho way was easy enough and we 
reached Wrangel all safe, have travelled 
;),312 miles on snowshoes, besides the 
long distiincu by water." 

Mr. Hanbury says that tlie Indiansnre 
wonderful runnere. As to theCariboo he 
says that in ll le " barren ground " they are 
very stupid animals, and when they are 
near a lake tho Indians, by rushing 
straight at them, get them so mixed up 
that they go round and round in a 
bunch, and are easily ahot. 

This disproves tho statement of a re- 
cent traveller for an American magazine 
who said that tho Indiana do not know 
how to hunt cariboo, and that it was 
quite a shock to the nervea of a atill 
hunter to see bow the Indiana attempted 
to approach. This, Mr. Hanbnry says, 
ia on a par with the same traveller's 
wonderful accounts of his being able to 
beat the Indiana at travelling, when, as 
a fact, he was spoken of in the North as 
one of the worst travellers that ever 
came into the country.
